Preliminary steps toward or. 


derly transition of Tehama Gen. 
eral Hospital from an acute 
care facility to a convalescent 
hospital were taken last night 
by county supervisors, local 
hospital 
administrators and 


their chiefs of staff. 


Plans call for conversion of 


the hospital by July 1, the start 
of a new fiscal year. Part of the 
discussion last night was to give 
Tehama General administrator 
Don Rose an idea of what he 
should budget for in the way of 
personnel expenses, equipment 
needs and required improve- 
ments at the hospital. 


It was noted by Dr. G. W. 


Ingle of Corning that when Te« 
hama General opened a long 
term care wingpresently there, 
state licensing rules required 
the newest portion of the hospi- 
tal be used. He suggested that 
county officials consider "fix. 
ing up" as much of the hospi- 
tal as possible at this time, and 
apply for license on more con» 
valescent beds than are needed 
right now. 


That, he said, would allow 


expansion at a later date should 
the state decide to put a limit 
on the number of convalescent 
care beds in Tehama County.

for that type of care.

Apparent Cause Of 
Four-Car Collision 
An epileptic seizure appeared 
to be the cause of a four-car 
collision yesterday which sent 
one man to the hospital with 
injuries. 
According to the Red Bluff 
Police Department, Alfred A. 
Rooney, 42, of Mantón was driv­ 
ing east across the Sacramento 
River bridge on State Route 36 
when he suffered an apparent 
epileptic seizure. His car went 
out of control, crossed the ceiw 
ter line and struck a car driven 
by Carol E. Steindorf, 24 of Los 
Molinos.

Rooney’s 
car then went back across the 
highway and struck a concrete 
wall near the Bethel Temple 
on Gilmore Road.

Playwright Howard Sackler, 
39, was announced Monday as 
the drama prize winner for his 
Broadway hit "The G reat White 
Hope," based on the life of one­ 
time heavy welgnt boxing cham­ 
pion Jack Johnson. 
Surprise winner of the fiction 
prize was N. Scott Monaday, 
3 5-year-old Kiowa Indian, for 
“ House Made of Dawn, a novel 
about toe tribulations of an In­ 
dian veteran of World War IL 
As far as is known, Moma day, 
now an English professor at toe 
University of California, is toe 
first member of his race to win 
a Pulitzer. He said he was una­ 
ware that toe novel, his first, 
had even been nominated for 
the award. 
In toe field of journalism, the 
Los 
Angeles Times won toe 
prize for public service for the 


third time in 27 years. 
This time the award was for 
an expose of curruption which 
led to a shakeup of the Los 
Angeles city government and 
three convictions for bribery.

The Insurance Rating Board has announced some changes in its 


system of establishing rates, a move in the right direction, but 
going not nearly far enough. The setting of rates for drivers of 
private automobiles is far from equitable, with perhaps the great, 
est inequity in rates for young drivers. 


The changes announced by the Insurance Rating Board give a 


deserved break to drivers 65 years of age or older. A reduction 
of five per cent is being proposed for them. But for the younger 
drivers the inequity is increased, with an average rate boost of 
seven per cent. The boost, of course, is based on the simple 
arithmetical fact that all young drivers lumped together have a 
much higher accident rate than older drivers. But that is an over* 
simplified expedient. While no figures are available, it is almost 
certainly true that the high accident frequency among young driv. 
ers is by no means distributed over the entire group, though 
the higher rates are — with some variation for age and marital 
status. 


In other words, among young drivers as among the entire driv. 


ing public there are good drivers and bad. And large numbers of 
the good young drivers have keener eyesight and are more alert 
than older drivers. To state the case in another way, some un- 
trained beginners and a large but probably not major group of 
reckless youngsters account for most of the accidents, but the 
good and careful youngsters stand a full share of the cost. 


It can be said, of course, that that is true of all insurance — 


that the careful householder has to help pay for the fire of his 
careless neighbor. It can be argued that if young drivers were not 
charged higher rates for their insurance, then the rates would be 
higher for everyone. But would it not be more just to spread the 
added cost among all drivers than to neap it on the good young dri. 
vers, who, if there were away to single them out and test them, 
may well cause less accidents than the average for everyone. 


It seems obvious that an arbitrary grouping such as everyone 


under 29 years of age, or everyone who is unmarried is not a fair 
way to determine who should pay higher rates. Probably if all the 
blue-eyed blonds in the country were lumped together it would be 
found that they had either more or fewer accidents than all the 
dark-eyed brunettes. But it would be a silly way to set insurance 
rates. In this age of computers and data processing we ought to 
be able to arrive at something better. 


As a starter, why not a much greater application of the system 


of setting rates according to past individual records, and revis- 
ing them as years and experience determines?

WASHINGTON — President 


Nixon lias emerged from his 
first hundred days in office 
more confident, more relaxed, 
still cautious, but beginning to 
find himself politically among 
the heterogeneous party bosses 
who put him in power. 


Not seen by the general pub- 


lie, 
Nixon 
has developed a 


charming personality at White 
House dinners. The old Nixon 
has gone. He can toast old en- 
emies as if they had been life- 
long friends. 


At the Duke Ellington dinner 


he was more relaxed than at any 
function 
in years. 
And his 


guests, sensing this, also re* 
laxed. Even the swingingest of 
Lyndon Johnson's soirees was 
equalled, if not eclipsed, by the 
jazz jamboree which continued 
in the White House until 2:30 
a.m. 


The President is still trying 


to carry water on both should- 
ers when it comes to his poli- 
tical supporters. He's emulat- 
ing the old Roosevelt balancing 
act of placing the South off a- 
against the city bosses. Nixon 
has not got over his awe of 
Sen. Everett McKinley Dirk, 
sen, the Illinois basso profun- 
do; but he no longer fears Sen. 
Strom Thurmond of South Caro- 
lina, despite Strom's material 
contribution to the Miami Beach 
nomination. 


It was Robert Finch, Secre* 


tary of HEW, who helped him 
reach the decision over Thur- 
mond. Finch told the President, 
in rather blunt language, that the 
law was the law regarding dese* 
gregation and that since he, 
Nixon, had sworn to uphold the 
law, he had to go through with 
it regardless of Strom Thur- 
mond's power and regardless 
of previous speeches made to 
southern delegates at Miami.

They 
represent a nucleus which has 
refused to knuckle under to 
the military and which wants to 
take the best from the New Deal 
and the Great Society to give 
the Republican Party a virility 
it hasn't enjoyed since the days 
of Teddy Roosevelt. 


They represent the most im- 


portant development in Wash- 
ington today, and the new Pres- 
ident 
is beginning to realize 


this. 


NIXON AND BREZHNEV 


Insiders feel that President 


Nixon made plenty of political 
hay from sending the U. S. Fleet 
into the Sea of Japan, and that 
he retreated in time not to lose 
any diplomatic hay. 


It was carefully played down, 


but the inside fact is that the Na- 
vy was shifted out of the Sea of 
Japan solely at the behest of 
Moscow.

side the North Korean air space. 


2. Nixon searched for some

his Miami 


Beach statement that when the 
United States bows "to a fourth 
rate military power" it needs 
to change leadership. It was an 
embarrassing statement which 
he couldn't entirely ignore. 


Fortunately Nixon found that 


a number of ships had finished 
their operations against North 
Vietnam and could be spared to 
patrol North Korean waters. He 
was 
in a better position than 


President Johnson after the sei* 
zure of the Pueblo, because the 


latter 
occurred when every 


fighting ship 
was needed to 


turn back the TET offensive. 


SUDDEN RETREAT 


So Nixon ordered a for mi* 


dable task force of four car- 
riers, three cruisers and twen. 
ty.two destroyers into the Sea 
of Japan. He forgot, however, 
that the Sea of Japan is regard* 
ed by Russia as the Caribbean 
is by the United States. We ob. 
ject vigorously to more than 
one or two foreign warships 
coming 
into the Caribbean. 


Likewise Russia, which has its 
most important naval base, Via* 
divostok, on the Sea of Japan, 
objects to any foreign naval con* 
central ion in this area. 


Chairman Brezhnev sent a 


personal note to President Nix* 
on questioning the purpose of 
the task force. It was couched 
in friendly language, but it was 
clear that the Kremlin was con* 
cerned that Nixon might be plan* 
ning an attack upon North Korea. 


To 
reassure the Russians, 


Nixon hastily withdrew the task 
force from the Sea of Japan and 
further reduced its size from 
twenty-nine to seven ships. 


It was a drastic right-about- 


face. However, no announce* 
ment was made. It was the Ja» 
panese press which first pub* 
lished the story. Later the Navy 
issued a one-paragraph confir. 
mation, 


Nixon advisers feel that the 


situation was handled well under 
the circumstances. Russia was 
not offended. And the public was 
impressed by the fact that Nixon 
did more over the EC-121 than 
Johnson did over the Pueblo, 
even though the period of crack* 
ing down on "the fourth rate m il» 
itary power" was brief.

AN EVENING WITH THE KTDS 


In front of you in the cool 


spring air are a few thousand 
college students spread about 
Tanglewood —like in the grassy 
amphitheater. 


The campus is in tensioa. A 


court has issued a ten-day 
standing injunction against any 
further attempt to occupy one of 
the buildings. Illegally. This is 
deemed, by the black militants 
and the SDS, as an affront 
on the dignity of revolution. 
The President of the Student 
Council, a young man of spec- 
tacular poise and ability, intro- 
duces you, and is occasionally 
interrupted by hecklers who call 
out against the injunction. You 
rise and begin an address in 
which you attempt an analysis 
of the causes of the student 
disorders. 


With great difficulty. Because 


on your left is a band of black 
militants. They will laugh up- 
roariously without provocation, 
carefully beginning and ending 
at the signal of their concert- 
master. 
Over on the right, 


the 
apparently 
segregated 


white SDS uses the tactic ol 
applauding 
at 
incongruous 


points in the address, e.g., at 
the mention, in a passage on 
crime, of the slaughter of a 
student by a gang of marauders. 
The technique is clap clap clap 
clap clap, which is taxonomi- 
cally different from the tradit- 
ional booing and hissing of the 
heckler, but whose effect is of 
course the same in that it pre- 
vents the audience from "lear- 
ing the speaker, who is in turn 
distracted. 


But along he plods, thinking 


that surely the thousands will 
In due course discipline the 
few, to permit themselves to 
hear a speech which after all 
they came to hear. But they 
are silent, so that after aboat 
fifteen minutes, the speaker 
gathers together his notes and 
announces that he is finished 
speaking under such circum- 
stances and strides back to his 
chair. 


There is tumult, and the chair- 
man rises and pleads with the 
militants to be quiet. 
They 


roar their disapproval of life 
in general, of the pervasive 
injunction, of the irrelevance of 
it all. The aroused majority 
begins to shout back. 
One 


young man rises and accosts 
the leader of the black mili- 
tants and shouts, "Black is 
beautiful, but black can be stu- 
pid, tool" 


The speaker 
is meanwhile 


whispering with 
the student 


seated next to him, "Why do 
you people put up with it?" 
"Because," he said, "the last 
time we ejected one of these 
people, the chancellor gave us 
hell. 
We just can't do any- 


thing, period. Especially not if 
they're black." 


The council president shouts 
down the demonstrators and 
asks the speaker please to try 
again, which he does. This time 
the two flanks keep not exactly 
quiet, but quiet enough so that 
the others can at least discern 
the speaker's words. 
At the 


end, there was much applause 
from the thousands, which is 
their way less of compliment- 
ing the speaker, than of re- 
buking the demonstrators. 


The question period is cut 
down after the second quest- 
Ion, which takes the form of a 
tirade from a young man again- 
st the speaker and his failure 
to remark the cruelty of Am- 
ericans in Vietnam, concluding 
with the charge that the speaker 
had condescended to him. To 
which the speaker replies that 
if anythinghe said had suggested

tell

good general and safe rule. 
When the doctor is called, he 
then can evaluate whether or 
not the drug should be per- 
manently discontinued. 


It is surprising how often 


it is believed that it is the 
doctor's fault if the patient 
reacts poorly to a drug. This 
is not meant to be defensive 
for physicians. Rather is it 
meant to emphasize the fact 
that 
all 
well - standardized 


drugs can be totally ineffec- 
tive in some people while do- 
ing an excellent job in others. 
Still others may be allergic to 
perfectly 
harmless drugs. 


Often physicians are asked for 
a "stronger drug" than the 
one the patient is receiving. 
The strength and potency of 
a drug depends only on the 
amount of its ingredients. A 
drug must be given a chance 
to perform its function with- 
out the impatient attitude that 
it must cure the illness imme- 
diately or be discontinued.

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Room For Improvement 


The Insurance Ratine B oard has announced some changes in Its 
system of establishing ra te s , a move In the right direction, but 
going not nearly far enough. The sotting of ratas for d riv ers of 
private automobiles is fa r from equitable, with perhaps the great* 
est inequity In rates for young d riv e rs. 


The changes announced by the Insurance Rating Board give a 
deserved break to d riv e rs 65 y ea rs of age or older, A reduction 
of five per cent Is being proposed for them . But for the younger 
d riv ers the inequity Is Increased, w ith an average rate boost of 
seven per cent. The boost, of co u rse, is based on the sim ple 
arithm etical fact that all young d riv e rs lumped together have a 
much higher accident ra te than older d riv e rs. But that Is an over* 
sim plified expedient. W hile no fig u res a re available, it is alm ost 
certainly true that the high accident frequency among young drlv* 
e rs Is by no means d istrib u ted over the entire group, though 
the higher rates are — w ith som e variation for age and m arital 
status. 


In other words, among young d riv e rs as among the entire driv­ 
ing public there are good d riv e rs and bad. And large num bers of 
the good young d riv ers have keener eyesight and are m ore alert 
than older drivers. To state the case in another way, some un­ 
trained beginners and a la rg e but probably not m ajor group of 
reckless youngsters account for m ost of the accidents, but the 
good and careful youngsters 
stand a full share of the cost. 


It can be said, of co u rse , that that is true of all insurance — 
that the careful householder has to help pay for the fire of his 
ca rele ss neighbor. It can be argued that if young d riv e rs w ere not 
charged higher rates fo r th eir insurance, then the ra te s would be 
higher for everyone. But would it not be m ore just to spread the 
added cost among all d riv e rs than to heap it on the good young dri­ 
v ers, who, if there w ere a way to single them out and test them, 
may well cause less accidents than the average for everyone. 


It seem s obvious that an a rb itra ry grouping such as everyone 
under 29 years of age, or everyone who is unm arried is not a fair 
way to determ ine who should pay higher rates. Probably if all the 
blue-eyed blonds In the country w ere lumped together it would be 
found that they had eith er m ore or few er accidents than all the 
dark-eyed brunettes. But it would be a silly way to se t insurance 
rates. In this age of com puters and data processing we ought to 
be able to arrive at som ething b etter. 


As a sta rte r, why not a much g reater application of the system 
of setting rates according to past individual reco rd s, and revis­ 
ing them as years and experience determ ines?

Strom Thurmond of South Caro­ 
lina, despite Strom 's m aterial 
contribution to the M iami Beach 
nom ination. 
It w as Robert Finch, Secre­ 
ta ry of HEW, who helped him 
reach the decision over Thur­ 
mond. Finch told the President, 
in rath e r blunt language, that the 
law w as the law regarding dese­ 
gregation and that since he, 
Nixon, had sworn to uphold the 
law , he had to go through with 
it reg a rd le ss of Strom Thur­ 
m ond's power and regardless 
of previous speeches made to 
southern delegates at Miami.

It w as an 
em barrassing statem ent which 
he couldn't entirely ignore. 
Fortunately Nixon found that 
a num ber of ships had finished 
th eir operations against North 
Vietnam and could be spared to 
p atro l North Korean w aters.

P resid en t Johnson after the sei­

SUDDEN RETREAT 
So Nixon 
ordered a form i­ 
dable task force of four car­ 
rie rs , th ree c ru ise rs and twen­ 
ty-two d estro y ers into the Sea 
of Japan. He forgot, however, 
that the Sea of Japan is regard­ 
ed by Russia as the Caribbean 
is by the United States. We ob­ 
ject vigorously to m ore than 
one or two foreign w arships 
coming 
into 
the Caribbean. 
Likewise R ussia, which has its 
m ost im portant naval base, Vla­ 
divostok, on the Sea of Japan, 
objects to any foreign naval con­ 
centration in this area. 
Chairm an Brezhnev sent & 
personal note to P resident Nix­ 
on questioning the purpose of 
the task force. It was couched 
in friendly language, but it was 
clear that the K rem lin w as coi* 
cerned that Nixon might be plan­ 
ning an attack upon North K orea.

Nixon hastily withdrew the task 
force from the Sea of Japan and 
fu rth er reduced its size from 
twenty-nine to seven ships.

It w as the Ja­ 
panese p re ss which firs t pub­ 
lished the story. L ater the Navy 
Issued a one-paragraph confir­ 
mation.

This is 
deem ed, by the black m ilitants 
and the SDS, as an affront 
on the dignity of revolution. 
The President of the Student 
C ouncil, a young man of spec­ 
ta cu la r poise and ability, intro­ 
duces you, and is occasionally 
Interrupted by hecklers w'.io call 
out against the injunction. You 
r is e and begin an address in 
which you attem pt an analysis 
of the causes of the student 
d iso rd e rs. 
With great difficulty. Because 
on your left is a band of black 
m ilita n ts. 
They will laugh up­ 
ro ario u sly without provocation, 
carefully beginning and ending 
a t the signal of their concert- 
m a ste r. 
Over on the right, 
the 
apparently 
segregated 
w hite SD3 uses the tactic of 
applauding 
at 
incongruous 
points in the ad d ress, e.g., at 
th e mention, in a passage on 
c rim e , of the slaughter of a 
student by a gang of m arauders. 
T he technique is clap clap clap 
clap clap, which is taxonomi- 
c ally different from the trad it­ 
ional booing and hissing of the 
h ec k le r, but whose effect is of 
c o u rse the sam e in that it p re ­ 
vents the audience from h ear­ 
ing the speaker, who is in turn 
d istra c te d . 
But along he plods, thinking 
th at surely the thousands will 
in due course discipline the 
few , to p erm it them selves to 
h e a r a speech which after all 
they cam e to h ea r. 
But they 
a re silent, so that after abojt 
fifteen m inutes, the speaker 
g ath ers together his notes and 
announces that he is finished 
speaking under such circum ­ 
sta n ce s and strid e s back to his 
c h a ir. 


T here is tumult, and the c h a ir­ 
m an rise s and pleads with the 
m ilitants to be quiet. 
They 
r o a r their disapproval of life 
in general, of the pervasive 
injunction, of the irrelevance of 
it all. The aroused m ajority 
begins to shout back. 
One 
young man rise s and accosts 
th e leader of the black m ili­ 
ta n ts 
and shouts, "B lack is 
beautiful, but black can be stu ­ 
p id , too!" 
The 
speaker 
is meanwhile 
w hispering 
with 
the 
student 
seated next to him , "W hy do 
you people put up with it? " 
“ B ecau se," he said, " th e last 
tim e we ejected one of these 
people, the chancellor gave us 
h e ll. 
We ju st can't do any­ 
thing, period. Especially not if 
th ey 're black." 
The council president shouts 
down 
the dem onstrators and 
ask s the speaker please to try 
again, which he does. This time 
th e two flanks keep not exactly 
quiet, but quiet enough so that 
the others can at least discern 
the speaker's w ords. 
At the 
end, there was much applause 
from the thousands, which is 
th e ir way le ss of com plim ent­ 
ing the speaker, than of r e ­ 
buking the dem onstrators. 
The question period is cut 
down after the second quest­ 
ion, which takes the form of a 
tira d e from a young man again­ 
s t the speaker and h is failure 
to rem ark the cruelty of Am­ 
eric a n s in Vietnam, concluding 
with the charge that the speaker 
had condescended to him . 
To 
which the speaker rep lies that 
if anything he said had suggested 


that he condescended to suchas 
the questioner, that was p re ­ 
cisely what he had intended to 
com rm nicate. The crowd goes 
wild with voluptuous delight. 
The speaker then adds that the 
country is at war in Vietnam 
and spending eighty billion dol­ 
la rs a year so as to furnish 
an opportunity for the question­ 
e r to cultivate his ignorance, 
and grow his beard. D elirious 
pleasure 
for 
the 
students, 
heated anim adversions from the 
dem onstrators, of the ra c is t- 
pig variety. 
The chairm an thinks it best 
to call the program to an end, 
and e sco rts the speaker through 
a throng of excited enthusiasts, 
apologizing for the diruptions. 
The SDSer tags along explaining 
that h is beard grows without 
any encouragem ent at all from 
the 
Pentagon. 
The speaker 
reaches the sanctuary of tho 
autom obile, 
and 
the evening 
ends, the speaker confirm ed 
In his suspicion that there is 
nothing at all wrong with the 
overw helm ing m ajority of the 
students, whose intimidation is 
le s s the resu lt of the raucous 
m inority, than the result of 
the intellectual and m oral ab ­ 
dication of their faculty and 
deans, who are m ade, like their 
cousins in Ithaca, out of C ornell 
Jelly.

65 per cent of the receipts of 
the tim ber sold from national 
fo rests. A fter appropriation by 
Congress, th is money would be 
available to the fo rest service 
to increase tim ber yield through 
reforestation of poorly stocked 
sites, thinning, pruning, road 
construction, fertilization, and 
genetic 
re se a rc h . "T he bill 
states that the purpose of the 
act is to 'develop the optimum 
tim ber productivity as soon as 
possible from the national for­ 
ests and rev ise the allowable

A special test, the Kveim 
test, is used on the skin to 
determ ine the presence of this 
condition.

sarcoidosis is believed to be a 
group of diseases ra th e r than 
a single entity. T h at which 
positively is known is th a t it 
is not a venereal disease and 
th a t recovery is usually com­ 
plete w ith intensive treatm ent 
of cortisone and other m edica­ 
tions.

N orm al doses of medicines 
are prescribed by doctors who 
base th e ir prescription on the 
age, size and w eight of their 
patient. Children, of course, 
are not given the sam e doses 
of aspirin or antibiotics as 
those given to adolescents and 
adults. 
D espite the careful re gula «- 
tkm of doses, unusual reac­ 
tions can and do occur, espe­ 
cially when the drug has never 
oeen used before I t is for this 


reason 
th a t 
physicians 
tell 
their patients w hat the drug 
is m eant to accom plish and 
w arn them to stop taking it 
im m ediately if any unusual 
sym ptom s appear. This is a 
good general and stLfe rule. 
W hen the doctor is called, he 
then can evaluate w hether or 
not the drug should be per­ 
m anently discontinued. 
I t is surprising how often 
it is believed th a t it is the 
doctor's fau lt if the patien t 
reacts poorly to a drug. This 
is n o t m eant to be defensive 
for physicians. R ather is it 
m eant to em phasize the fac t 
th a t 
all 
well - standardized 
drugs can be totally ineffec­ 
tive in some people while do­ 
ing Em excellent job in others. 
Still others m ay be allergic to 
perfectly 
harm less 
d r u g s . 
O ften physicians are asked for 
a “stronger drug” than the 
one the patient is receiving. 
The stren g th and potency of 
a drug depends only on the 
am ount of its ingredients. A 
drug m ust be given a chance 
to perform its function w ith ­ 
out the im patient attitu d e th a t 
it m ust cure the illness im m e­ 
diately or be discontinued.

Compact! 
On Water 
Delayed 
SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
protection of Indian water rights 
to Pyramid Lake remains the 
major roadblock to legislative 
ratification of a pending Califor* 
nia-Nevada Interstate Water 
Compact. 
The compact is the result of 
11 years of study on dividing 
eastern Sierra water between 
the two states. But the preser* 
vation of Paiute Indians' lake 
in the Nevada desert north of 
Reno has delayed final agree* 
ment. 
The Assembly Natural Re* 
sources and Conservation Com* 
mittee rejected Thursday a 
compromise measure, giving it 
only four of the necessary seven 
votes. 
Nevada's lawmakers 
have already accepted the com* 
promise. 
The committee then turned 
down a proposal by opponents 
of the compromise who sought 
to send the bill to an interim 
study. 
The original version of the 
compact measure by Assembly* 
man Eugene Chappie, R-Cool, 
was rejected earner by the com* 
mittee. 
Chappie and Assemblyman 
Edwin L. Z*berg, D-Sacramen­ 
tó, then came up with the amend* 
ed version in hopes of satisfying 
objections that water would un­ 
justly be taken from Pyramid 
Lake.
